
County hiring consultant for economic development

Mountain View County Coun¬ 
cil was in session last Thursday 
to discuss long range planning 
for economic development. 

Last August, the County au¬ 
thorized the hiring of a consult¬ 
ing firm to help formulate a 
strategy for economic develop¬ 
ment in the county. 

They sent out invitations for 
proposals to four consulting 
firms: three from Calgary and 
one from Edmonton. Council 
received two proposals back, one 
from the Edmonton firm and 
one from Stan tec Consulting in 
Calgary. 


County Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Officer, John Rusling, 
says that both of the proposals 
were excellent ones and costs 
were almost identical at $46,000. 

The reason that the county is 
looking to hire a consulting firm 
is fourfold: they want to identify 
key sites in the county for busi¬ 
ness parks; identify what indus¬ 
trial and commercial uses should 
be accommodates in these parks; 
identify how these sites should 
be developed and over what time 
frame, including an overview of 
cost related issues; and, assist 
council in formulating a strat¬ 
egy for economic development. 


Rusling is recommending that 
the county hire Stan tec Con¬ 
sulting to develop this strategy. 

"In our view, the Stan tec pro¬ 
posal is the better of the two," 
Rusling said. "They're good at 
doing preplanning work, they're 
closer to home and they have a 
very good track record." 

Councillor Dave Derksen was 
concerned that the $46,000 price 
tag is pretty steep and that this 
number will grow before the end 
of the project. 

"This number is going to tri¬ 
ple," he said. 

"We are suggesting a maxi¬ 
mum. Are we going to get pea¬ 


nut shells or peanuts?" 

Rusling disagreed, but did 
say that having contouring and 
topographical maps done was 
not included in the $46,000. 

"I believe it's important to 
look at experience in looking at 
developments," said Rusling. 

"They have a good track 
record in urban situations and 
also have experience in munici¬ 
pal planning.” 

County Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude said that they 
didn't have to stick with Stantec 
throughout the entire process 
of developing the strategy. 

"We are recommending 


Stantec for the first part of the 
study, to do the technical work,” 
Johnsrude said. 

"If we re comfortable we'll go 
with them. If not, we ll go with 
a firm like the one in Edmonton. 
Our preference would be that 
Stantec do the whole thing." 

Councillor Diane Davies won¬ 
dered if Stantec didn't accept 
their offer, would the Edmon¬ 
ton firm be able to handle the 
job. 

"Yes, the Edmonton firm 
would be very qualified,’’ Rusling 
said. 

There was also some concern

Man made obscene tel¬ 
ephone call 

A 41-year-old Calgary man 
who made a sexually-explicit 
obscene telephone call to a 10- 
year-old Mountain View County 
girl has been fined. 

Neil Frederick Anderson 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court Nov. 1 to a charge 
of making an indecent telephone 
call. The accused phoned the 10- 
year-old victim at her home on 
Nov. 30, 1998. The girl's mother 
was dating the man at the time. 

During the brief telephone 
call Anderson made several com¬ 
ments about the girl, including 
obscene suggestions, Crown 
prosecutor Danny Elliott told 
Judge William Pepler. 

The victim reported the inci¬ 
dent to her mother, who then 
contacted RCMP. 

In a victim impact statement 
read to the court, the girl said, 
"I feel scared to stay by myself.” 

The accused did not speak 
during his court appearance. 
His defence lawyer said the man 
understood the call was "very 
inappropriate". 

Judge Pepler fined Anderson 
$500. 


Man handed fine for high 
blood alcohol level 

A 26-year-old man, Chad 
Roderick Barbour, admitted to 
a charge of blood alcohol ex¬ 
ceeding 80 mg in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court last Wednesday. 

The Crown told the court 
that on Jan. 15, 1999, the ac¬ 
cused had been driving under 
the influence near Bowden, but 
then pulled over to sleep it off. 
The police approached the vehi¬ 
cle, which was running and had 
its lights on, and gave Barbour 
a breathalyser which read 110 
mg. 

Judge Pepler said "it's signifi¬ 
cant, I think, that you had the 
wit to pull over." 

He then sentenced Barbour 
to a three-month driving prohi¬ 
bition, a $600 fine, and a $60 
victim fine surcharge, which he 
has until Mar. 31, 2000 to pay. 


Man admitted to driving 
while disqualified 

A Didsbury man pleaded 
guilty to operating a vehicle 
while disqualified, resulting in 
a fine and another driving pro¬ 
hibition. 

Everett Campbell, 55, was 
charged after being caught in a 
checkstop by a wildlife officer in 
west Alberta on July 19, 1999. 

Campbell's counsel, Brian 
Forestell, told the court that 
Campbell's previous three- 
month federal prohibition had 
lapsed at the time of the offence, 
but that he still was considered 
a disqualified driver by the prov¬ 
ince. Campbell has since sold 
his truck and found employ¬ 
ment as a farm hand where 
driving on public roads is not 
necessary. 

Judge Pepler sentenced 
Campbell to a six-month driv¬

Man given conditional 
discharge for assault 

A 30-year-old man admitted 
to a charge of assault in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court last 
Wednesday and was sentenced 
to 18 months probation. 

Donald Bell submitted an 
early guilty plea to the assault 
charge. 

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliot told the court that on 
September 11, 1999, in Sundre, 
AB, Bell and his family were out 
enjoying a wilderness experi¬ 
ence when Bell overindulged in 
alcohol. Bell wanted to drive his 
quad, but his wife objected. She 
took the keys and pulled Bell off 
the quad by his goatee. He then 
tripped her to the ground, where 
she hit her head, then sat on her 
and shook his fist in her face. 

Bell's counsel told the court 
that Bell has done much since 
the incident to keep it from hap¬ 
pening again. He has stopped 
drinking and has begun coun¬ 
selling sessions with a pastor 
who was present at the hearing 
and who also submitted a letter 
to the court on Bell's behalf. 

Judge William Pepler said 
that in most cases of domestic 
assault, a conditional discharge 
is out of the question because 
the "family is supposed to be a 
place of security and comfort." 
Judge Peppier sentenced Bell to 
18 months probation, during 
which he must not possess or 
use alcohol or any controlled

"There are no set number of sites identified," said Rusling. 

"They would certainly be working with council and be 
working closely with staff and MPC." 

He said that the firm could look at the minimum number of 
sites that they want to develop. 

Councillor Gerald Ingeveld questioned whether the county 
could share the cost of the firm with other developers. 

"Can we partnership on this?" Ingeveld asked. "I think things 
would mesh a lot better." 

No decision was made on this suggestion. 

Reeve Ian Harvie feels that hiring this firm is a good 
decision. 

"It’s not an inexpensive issue,” Harvie said. "Our commit¬ 
ment to developing should be proactive and not reactive. I 
think that's what we re doing here." 

Councillor Davies moved that council accept Ruslings rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Councillor Ben Penner added that council accept in on the 
following understandings: that no contract be signed with 
Stantec until council has had a chance to meet with them in 
person; and, that the contract allow them the option of 
engaging the Edmonton firm in the latter stages of the project 
so that the council has some flexibility to use the strength of 
the Edmonton firm. 

This motion was carried unanimously.

Overall, it is expected that 
about 369,000 licenses will be 
issued in Alberta. Of those, it is 
estimated that about two-thirds 
will be possession-only. 

As of Oct. 15, there were 
37,326 individuals considered 
licensed in Alberta. About 5,122 
of those have been issued since 
Dec. 1. 

The license is going up in 
price because the fee schedule 
was set when the Firearms Act 
was passed in January 1995. 
The low fee was set to encour¬ 
age people to apply early. As the 
final deadline approaches, the 
license fee will increase. 

Firearm owners have until 
Jan. 1, 2003 to get registration 
certificates for all of their fire¬ 
arms. 

Until Dec. 1, 1999, a firearm 
owner can register all of his or 
her firearms for $10. On Dec. 1, 
this goes up to $14. Registra¬ 
tion is a one-time-only fee, good 
for as long as you own the fire¬ 
arms.

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Remembering when... 

Tomorrow we will stand in si¬ 
lence again. Many of us will gather 
together, listen to stories of war, 
hear the soldiers' prayers and try 
and figure out what it all means. 

For me, personally, the Re¬ 
membrance Day ceremonies mean 
little. 

I have never had to live with 
war in my life, never felt the pain 
of losing someone dear to me in 
battle or had to try and forget all 
that I saw in the trenches. 

War, for me, is just something that I studied in Social 
Studies. A chapter in a book that I could close anytime the 
words became too graphic or uncomfortable. Sure, there 
were pictures in the textbooks of men and women fighting 
for freedom and when I looked at them I felt a little tug on 
my heart strings, but they never really hit home for me. 

I never lost a grandparent in war. Both of my grandfa¬ 
thers were recruited, but both came home once it was all 
over. War wasn't something that either talked about. 

I guess the closest I ever got to war was when I tried on 
my grandfather's pea jacket the last time I visited my 
parents. I remember that it was very small, something that 
would only fit the frame of a young man. I also remember 
that it was made of very heavy wool, a jacket to try and keep 
a young man's body warm while out in the freezing cold. 

I'm 22 years old and that's all I know of war. That makes 
me wonder how Remembrance Day, with all its ceremony 
and memories, is going to stand the test of time. 

It’s sad to say, but all the brave men and women that took 
part in the wars of the past aren’t going to be around to tell 
their stories forever. 

If, God willing, there isn't another major war in the 
future, how will my generation, and those generations to 
come, really understand what went on so many years ago? 
There won't be any first hand accounts from brave soldiers. 
There won't be any grandfathers and grandmothers to spin 
tales for their grandchildren. 

I worry that Remembrance Day won't mean as much in 
the years to come as it does now. I also worry that 
Remembrance Day doesn't mean as much to people now as 
it did years ago. 

This week I wondered how we, as Canadians, can make 
Remembrance Day a long lasting tradition. How can we 
instill the importance of these past events in the genera¬ 
tions to come? Make them understand that Canada fought 
so that other countries could enjoy the freedom that we do? 

I came up with nothing. I don't know that there is 
anything that can be done differently from what we are 
doing now. 

I was so curious about this, that we took this question to 
the streets, to see what our community thought about 
Remembrance Day and its longevity. You can see the results 
in this paper. 

The Grade 8 Language Arts students from Westglen gave 
me poems that they had written after reading the Diary of 
Anne Frank. I was amazed at the words they wrote and the 
concept of war that they have. 

Maybe these worries are unfounded, but then again, 
maybe not. I guess only the slow hand of time will tell.

By-law 99-12, Section 2: the owner or occupant of a dwelling or 
other premises shall provide at their own expense and maintain in 
good condition a sufficient number of waste containers to hold at 
least one week's accumulation of waste.

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Law would make farming a 
criminal offence

Farmers could face crimi¬ 
nal charges for ploughing their 
fields under new environmen¬ 
tal legislation being consid¬ 
ered by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Environment Minister 
David Anderson wants Cana¬ 
dian landowners to be held 
criminally responsible for de¬ 
stroying natural habitat that 
supports endangered species. 

Such a law would threaten 
farmers' livelihoods and result 
in even more species being 
lost, says Ted Menzies, vice- 
president of the Western Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Growers Asso¬ 
ciation (WCWGA). 

"It is frightening to think 
that destroying a patch of 
grass on your own property 
might lead to a criminal 
record," says Menzies. "Does 
the minister really think in¬ 
timidation and trampling on 
people's rights is a way to pre¬ 
serve wildlife?" 

Menzies says the heavy- 
handed approach would back¬ 
fire because farmers fearing 
prosecution or a loss of in¬ 
come would be discouraged 
from reporting endangered 
species on their land. 
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"The phrase shoot, shovel 
and shut-up would be an un¬ 
fortunate outcome of such an 
ill-conceived law," he says. 

Menzies says the experience 
with U.S. environmental leg¬ 
islation passed in the '70s has 
proven that trampling on prop¬ 
erty rights can have a devas¬ 
tating effect for both landown¬ 
ers and the animal popula¬ 
tion. The U.S. law has been a 
source of conflict with no meas¬ 
urable improvement in protec¬ 
tion of endangered species. 

Menzies expressed surprise 
at the minister's comments, 
saying the government has 
adopted an open and consulta¬ 


tive approach to designing new 
legislation to date. The 
WCWGA has been working 
with the Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
(CFIB) and the Canadian Cat¬ 
tlemen's Association on solu¬ 
tions to the issue. 

Menzies says landowners 
and stakeholders must be rec¬ 
ognized for their efforts to 
maintain a stable environment 
for species at risk. He believes 
any person or group forced to 
surrender land or income-gen¬ 
erating capital to comply with 
endangered species legislation 
must receive monetary com¬ 
pensation.

Notes from Nigeria 1 No merger planned for parties 


Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in 
Nigeria. They are working at a school in Jos, Nigeria for the 
Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching 
math and English, while Janet runs the library for the whole 
school. Both have been in the country periodically doing the mission 
work since the late 70s. The couple met while working in Nigeria 
and married in December 1995. Their latest excursion set out on 
May 15 last year and they will return to Didsbury in May of2000 
for a three month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will 
remain there until 2006. The Snyders send weekly letters to their 
family telling about their day to day experiences, and we at the 
Review believe it will be of interest to our readers. 

Dear Friends, 

Dry season is definitely here! Not only is there no rain, but the 
grass has turned yellowish-brown. It's not pretty. However, there 
are some good things about dry season: clothes dry very quickly 
without using the drier. Also, we don't need to worry about having 
to cancel an activity because of rain. We had Connections, our 
Middle School youth group, out on the basketball courts last 
night without any concern that there would be rain. There 
probably will be a shower some time in December or January, 
but the rains will not come again until April. The water stored 
in the reservoirs will have to last until then. 

We've been quite impressed that the electricity has been 
uninterrupted for some time. Our Nigerian colleagues tell us 
that the company supplying the power (NEPA) is trying very 
hard to do a good job, mostly because of the pressure from the 
government. However, there are people who manufacture 
generators and voltage stabilizers who have a vested interest 
in keeping the situation unstable. We are praying that God 
will frustrate the plans of wicked people who do not want to 
see Nigeria prosper. 

Saturday was another track meet, but with another school 
this time. The competition was good and the students were 
able to measure their performance against other students 
from another school. Hillcrest did not win, but the experience 
is good for the students. 

Next Saturday night will be the International Food Fair at 
Hillcrest. Members of the Hillcrest community set up booths to 
sell food that is normal in their home countries. Some of the food 
is quite spicy, but most of it is very tasty. Some of the countries 
usually represented are Lebanon, Sri Lanka & India, Nigeria, and 
Korea. Canada and the U.S. combine their efforts in one booth. 
This year we ll sell hotdogs, chilli dogs, and brownies, as well as 
snack foods. It's a really big occasion. During his bachelor days, 
Dan used to stock up on great food to keep him going for a week 
or so. Now, he can enjoy the great variety but not need to worry 
about the future. Oh! the joys of marriage. 

We are very fortunate to live in Jos where fresh fruit and 
vegetables are available all year long. In many parts of Nigeria 
there is a lack of variety of vegetables. There may be spinach and 
okra and tomatoes available all year, but that's all. Here we get 
almost anything we want all year. Actually we don't always get 
what we want. This week we got broccoli, a real treat. We ll try to 
get more so that we can freeze some. Carrots are not very good 
during the rainy season, but now that the dry season is here, they 
should be good and sweet. We are very fortunate. 

Y2K is coming, but we re not too worried about it here in 
Nigeria. If the electricity or water supply is disrupted for a while, 
we can manage. If the banks don't operate for a while, that's not 
a major problem. Most things here don't use computers anyway. 
Our e-mail service may be disrupted, but we ll manage somehow. 
With less than sixty days to go before the new millenium, very few 
of us in Nigeria are worried about what might happen. We trust 
that the disruptions will be small all over the world.

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Adopt-A-Family gearing up 
for another Christmas season

Christmas is a time for fam¬ 
ily and friends and is a season 
of giving and receiving. It is 
supposed to be a joyous occa¬ 
sion for all. 

But, for some families in 
our town, Christmas isn't all 
that it's supposed to be. For 
many it's hard enough trying 
to make ends meet year-round, 
never mind at Christmas time. 

That’s why the Adopt-a- 
Family program was created a 
couple of years ago; to try and 
make Christmas special for 
everyone in Didsbury, no mat¬ 
ter what their financial situa¬ 
tion. 

Alana Hagel, the coordina¬ 
tor of the program, is calling 
out to Didsburians to adopt a 
family. 

"Those a little less fortu¬ 
nate are able to have a little 
better holiday season, and 
those who are able to sponsor 
a family are able to feel the 
true meaning of Christmas,” 
Hagel said. 

Hagel is asking people in 
our community to either spon¬ 
sor a family in need of Christ¬ 
mas cheer, or to call her and 
let her know of a family that 
needs to be sponsored. Hagel 
reminds us that all names are 
kept confidential and that only 


she knows who is receiving 
gifts. 

She also asks that when 
people are sponsoring families 
that they be from Didsbury or 
the immediately surrounding 
areas. 

Hagel said that in the previ¬ 
ous two years that this pro¬ 
gram has been in effect, the 
numbers of sponsors and fami¬ 
lies has almost doubled. 

"It's possible that not every¬ 
one will be matched, but ef¬ 
forts will be made to match as 
many families as possible," she 
said. 

The kinds of things that 
Hagel is asking be provided 
for the adopted families are 
toys and clothing for the chil¬ 
dren, a gift for mom and dad, 
gift certificates as well as a 
food hamper or gift certificate 
for food goods. 

"You really don't have, to 
spend a fortune on them: a 
little goes a long way," she 
said. 

When a sponsor family calls 
in to adopt a family, they are 
provided with the number of 
members of the family, their 
ages, and often what kinds of 
gifts they need or want. 

Hagel reminds Didsburians 
who will be calling in a family 
to be adopted, that they need 


to provide the number of peo¬ 
ple in the family, ages of chil¬ 
dren, sizes of children, gift 
ideas, a physical address and a 
phone number if they have 
one. 

"My main focus is to get 
sponsors and to get families to 
sponsor right now," Hagel 
said. 

She is also calling out for 
volunteers for the program, 
and asks that "anyone who 
has a couple of hours to spare" 
give her a call. 

"It's a good feeling to help 
people in need, whether it be 
by sponsoring, suggesting a 
family or helping with the pro¬ 
gram." 

Hagel says that the names 
given are compared with other 
Christmas programs so that 
"more families can have an 
opportunity to have a more 
prosperous holiday season." 

All deliveries are made in 
the couple of weeks prior to 
Christmas.

Regular visits to doctors' of¬ 
fices rated as the single highest 
cost to the Alberta Health Care 
Insurance Play (AHCIP) and 
were the most commonly used 
medical service in 1998-99, ac¬ 
cording to figures released by 
Health and Wellness Minister 
Halvar Jonson. 

"As Alberta's population con¬ 
tinues to increase and age, 
health expenditures also con¬ 
tinue to rise," said Jonson. "An 
examination of the top 25 health 
services, based on amounts paid 
and volume, can help identify 
how our health dollars are be¬ 
ing used." 

Albertans made more than 
10 million office visits to physi¬ 
cians for medical complaints in 
1998-99 at a cost of $222.8 mil¬ 
lion. Physicians receive an av¬ 
erage of $22.11 per visit. Refer¬ 
rals to other doctors accounted 
for an additional 899,250 office 
visits for an additional cost of 
more than $71 million, at an 
average cost of $78.97 per visit. 
Visits to the doctor for a com¬ 
plete physical accounted for a 
further 1.3 million visits, total¬ 
ling $54.8 million, or an aver¬ 
age of $41.77 per visit. 

Psychiatric evaluations were 
the second most common medi¬ 
cal service provided to Alber¬ 
tans in 1998-99, with more than 
two million visits to doctors. 
The $47 million cost of the visits 
was the fourth largest amount 
paid by the AHCIP. 

Other common services in¬ 


cluded allergy tests for airborne 
allergens, rated as the sixth most 
used health service. Doctors 
were paid $738,130. Tests for 
food allergies were the 11th most 
used medical service, paying 
$249,659. 

Albertans also made 346,034 
prenatal visits to doctors in 1998- 
99, the eighth most common 
health service provided. Physi¬ 
cians were paid a total of $7.6 
million, at $22 per visit. A total 
of 28,551 vaginal deliveries were 
made, paying doctors $9.9 mil¬ 
lion at $346.58 per delivery. 

Other cost examples included 
more than $8.5 million paid to 
physicians for 16,013 cataract 
removals, at a rate of $532 each. 
The procedure was the 11th most 
costly service paid by the 
AHCIP. 

In comparison, emergency 
room physicians were paid $7.6 
million for providing critical 
care of severely ill or injured 
patients at a rate of $35 per 
quarter hour.

We do the little things i/335-3066 
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Lawyer writes book 
about tragic case

Now that a little time has passed since 13-year-old Tyrell Dueck 
of Saskatchewan lost his battle with cancer, the Dueck family's 
lawyer has released a book about the family's battles with the 
courts over who would be allowed to make Tyrell's medical 
decisions. 

Owen B. Griffiths represented the Dueck family in the second 
half of their battle with the courts, and was so moved by the events 
and topics of debate that arose, he wrote the book, The Power and 
the Glory - The true story of Tyrell Dueck's public battles with 
cancer and the State. 

"A belief in the medical establishment on one side, a belief in God 
on the other side, and an impassable chasm between. What 
followed was a controversy that was reported by major news 
networks and newspapers across the continent as each remark¬ 
able event unfolded.'' This is part of the book's description as 
printed on the back cover, and sums up the main focus of the book 
as a chronicle of the events that took place, as well as a conversa¬ 
tion-starter about the controversial topics that stem from the 
many issues surrounding this story. 

The topics touched on in the book include the role of the 
government in intimate family matters, infringements on parental 
rights, the rights of individuals to make their own medical 
decisions, the merits and failings of both alternative and conven¬ 
tional cancer treatments, and the influence of religious belief on 
medical decisions. 

Griffiths has documented the case of the Dueck family from his 
own point of view and attempts "in the context of [his] own 
experience and, from the perspective of [hisl Christian worldview, 
to illustrate the events," as stated in the preface. 

In a recent tour of Canada's prairie provinces, Griffiths visited 
Didsbury to promote his book. 

"If I hope to accomplish anything with this book, it's to clear up 
some public misconceptions," Griffiths said. He explained that one 
of the main ones is the idea that if Tyrell Dueck would have had 
the chemotherapy and leg amputation that he so strongly opposed, 
he would be alive today. 

Griffiths said that he wrote and published this "inspirational 
story of hope and courage" with full permission of the Duecks, and 
that their reaction to the copy they received before publication was 
positive. 

"Yvonne [Dueckl has said that she believes this book will be a 
blessing to anyone who reads it," Griffiths said.

They 
ive provided a series of columns on how to prepare 
for the millennium and other disasters that may arise. 

Essential service providers in Alberta consider the likelihood of 
any major interruption to essential services due to Year 2000 
(Y2K) computer issues to be small. However, it is wise to be 
prepared, just as you would make plans to handle any emergency. 
To ensure that any essential functions in your home or on your 
farm are ready for Y2K, you can take the following steps: 

•Ensure that essential systems and devices are Y2K ready. 
These may include home-care medical devices, programmable 
thermostats or other heating control systems, home security 
systems, fire alarms and farm management systems. 

•Use the Internet if possible to get ready for Y2K. If you have 
access to the Internet, check the following sites for information 
and updates:

The emergency planning practices outlined in this pamphlet 
can help you prepare for any unexpected event. The same prudent 
planning that you use to get ready for winter storms or severe 
weather in summer will help you prepare your family, home and 
farm for Y2K. 


Were you too young to fight? 


Many Canadians bemoan the 
fact that young people today do 
not appreciate, respect or even 
know the sacrifices made in World 
War II for the freedom we cherish 
today. After all, Remembrance 
Day is no longer a holiday and 
many people don't even spend a 
minute of silence in gratitude. 
Perhaps part of the reason for 
this is simply a lack of informa¬ 
tion. Have you shared stories 
with your children and grand¬ 
children? Have you told them 
how you contributed to WWII, 
what your life was like, and what 
that experience has meant to 
you? Many Canadians have not. 

A recently published collec¬ 
tion of memoirs by prominent 
and accomplished Canadian writ¬ 
ers encourages us to bridge this 
gap. The book is entitled Too 
Young to Fight and it provides 
first-hand accounts of what it 
was like to grow up at this time. 
The war affected people in power¬ 
ful and often paradoxical ways. 
In support of our war efforts and 
to protect our children, these 
homefront stories have rarely 
been told. As a result, Canadians 
cannot know or fully understand 
this most critical period on Ca¬ 
nadian social history. 

World War II affected every 
family in Canada. Will Daddy 
come home? Why did my brother 
leave? What is a conscientious 
objector? If my husband comes 
home, who will he be? Why is my 
German or Japanese friend sud¬ 
denly an enemy? Saving leftover 
tin foil for weapons, rationing 
food, unknown soldiers and 
strangers living in our homes 
(often without a husband 
present), the fear of receiving a 
telegram, children playing games 
such as "Blow up the Enemy" and 
"Bomb Berlin ", children planting 
"victoiy gardens ", children prac¬ 
tising air-raid drills at school, 


and for some, heart-wrenching 
dispossession and internment 
camps. We endured, we perse¬ 
vered, and we helped. In a united 
and noble effort to assist those at 
war, Canadian families contrib¬ 
uted food, offered up their homes, 
their careers, their fortunes and 
their families. This was no small 
sacrifice. We would do well to 
remember, to discuss, to under¬ 
stand, and to honour. 

When you read this article 
and think about remembrance, 
consider sharing your stories, 
consider asking your parents and 
grandparents questions about 
their lives. If it helps you, we 
suggest questions like the fol¬ 
lowing: 

•How old were you during 
WWI and/or WWII? 


•Where were you during the 
war? 

•Were you frightened? What 
were you frightened of? 

• How did the war affect your 
family? 

• How did the war affect you? 

•Is there anyone you miss 

and what would you like to say to 
him or her? 

The book Too Young to Fight 
gives us insight into what life 
was like for young people of dif¬ 
ferent ethnic and economic back¬ 
grounds during WWII. In so do¬ 
ing, Too Young to Fight helps us 
to reach a better understanding 
of one another and bridges gaps 
between generations. This book 
makes a great gift for loved ones, 
historians, teachers, and for our 
youth who need to know.

Designed to increase awareness of family violence, November has been declared Family 
Violence Prevention month in Alberta for the 13th year in a row.

"There is hope for children and youth who have experienced violence in their home," explained 
Evans. "Working at the community level, we need to work to prevent family violence, but we 
also need to provide support to children and youth who are overcoming the experience of 
violence." 

Alberta Children'6 Services provides funding to 17 shelters, eight rural family violence 
prevention centres and two second stage housing facilities. Annual provincial funding for 
Family Violence Prevention totals $9 million.

Collaborative workshop to be held to 
develop Didsbury’s tourism plan 

The Tourism and Economic Development 
Board of Didsbury, along with Town Office, 
has identified a need for the groups and busi¬ 
nesses of Didsbury to come together and form 
a comprehensive plan to address the issue of 
tourism in Didsbury.

the Family 


James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: Can you illustrate your concerns about the 
lyrics of contemporary teen music, especially as it relates to 
attitudes toward parents? 

DR. DOBSON: It might be helpful to see how popular music 
has changed over the years. 

Let's go back to 1953 when the most popular song in the 
United States was sung by Eddie Fisher and was titled "Oh, My 
Papa." Here's a portion of the lyrics: 

"Oh, my papa, to me he was so wonderful 

"Oh, my papa, to me he was so good. 

"No one could be so gentle and so lovable, 

"Oh, my papa, he always understood. 

"Gone are the days when he would take me on his knee 

"And with a smile he'd change my tears to laughter. 

"Deep in my heart I miss him so today, 

"Oh, my papa. Oh, my papa." 

That sentimental song accurately reflected the way many 
people felt about their fathers at that time in our history. Oh 
sure, there were conflicts and disagreements, but family was 
family. When all was said and done, parents were entitled to | 
respect and loyalty. 

By the time I had reached college age, things were starting to 
change. The subject of conflict between parents and teen-agers 
began to appear as a common theme in artistic creations. The 
movie "Rebel Without a Cause" featured a screen idol named 
James Dean who seethed with anger at his "old man." Marlon 
Brando starred in "The Wild One," another movie with rebellion 
as its theme. Rock 'n' roll music portrayed it, too. 

But what began as engaging drama turned decidedly bitter in 
the late '60s. Everyone in those days was talking about the 
"generation gap" that had erupted between young people and 
their parents. Teen-agers and college students vowed they'd 
never again trust anyone over 30, and their anger toward 
parents began to percolate. The Doors released a song in 1967 
titled "The End," in which lead singer Jim Morrison fantasized 
about killing his father. In 1984, Twisted Sister released "We're 
Not Gonna Take It," which referred to a father as a "disgusting 
slob" who was "worthless and weak." Then he was blasted out the 
window of a second-story apartment. 

This theme of killing parents showed up regularly in the 
decade that followed. A group called Suicidal Tendencies re¬ 
leased a recording in 1983 called "I Saw Your Mommy." 

My point is that the most popular music of our culture went 
from the inspiration of "Oh, My Papa" to the horrors of "Momma's 
Gotta Die Tonight" in scarcely more than a generation. The 
younger generation has been bombarded with more anti-family 
rhetoric than any that preceded it. When added to equally 
disturbing messages about drug usage, sex and violence against 
women, the impact has to be considered formidable. 

MTV, which promotes the worst stufT available, is telecast 
into 231 million households in 75 countries, more than any other 
cable program. I believe many of the problems that plague this 
generation, from suicide to unwed pregnancy to murder, can be 
traced to the venom dripped into its veins by the entertainment 
industry in general. 

One of the consequences of this shift in the popular culture is 
a generation that sees itself and its elders less respectfully than 
those who have preceded them. There are still millions of 
responsible and respectful teen-agers out there, of course, but 
the culture in which they are growing up has changed -- for the 
worse.

The problem is 
people do forget. Recognizing 
people's forgetfulness, Canadians, 
since the close of the great World 
War set aside a day and a time to 
remember the sacrifices which 
were made for our freedom and 
peace-loving way of life.

The sharpness 
and clarity of the message of the 
two great world wars has been 
forgotten in many ways. A whole 
generation has come which has 
not personally experienced the 
horror and death and suffering 
and sacrifice which war brings to 
the individuals, families and com¬ 
munities. The closest many peo¬ 
ple come is watching other peo¬ 
ple at a distance. 

Lest we forget! The problem is 
people do forget! Already much of 
the hurt and pain, sorrow and 
grief associated with war has 
been silenced by time or buried in 
ever-growing numbers of graves 
of friends and comrades, moth¬ 
ers and fathers, sisters and broth¬ 
ers. And with them perhaps any 
true sense of the cost involved in 
the freedom and peace which is 
our inheritance today. Two min¬ 
utes seems hardly enough time 
to consider let alone comprehend 
the sacrifice and give thanks for 
the great benefits we have inher¬ 
ited. 

Lest we forget! The problem is 
people do forget! Perhaps I need 
to be more personal here. I for¬ 
get. I am thankful for the two 
minutes which we have put aside 
in silence because they draw me 
hack to my great inheritance and 
help me to refocus and recommit 
my life to making good use of this 
inheritance. Using our freedom 
and peaceful existence to pro¬ 
mote the good of all our country's 


citizens remains our task under 
God. It is the fervent prayer of 
Christians everywhere that God 
would make us an instrument of 
peace - His peace. 

Lest we forget! The problem is 
people do forget! We forget that 
the source of peace is not found 
in human will but in the will of 
God who sent His son, Jesus 
Christ, to be the supreme peace¬ 
maker. In spite of the great sac¬ 
rifices of human will, wars still 
exist, within individuals, and 
between people: in our families, 
communities, between cultures 
and countries. 

The toll is devastating and 
has touched each one of us. The 
history of humanity is a record of 
human failure too dismal to bring 
any lasting sense of peace and 
goodness to the citizens of this 
world.

Grain Commission urges implementation of 
Kroeger recommendations 


The Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion (AGC) strongly believes 
that the Kroeger recommen¬ 
dations for changes to Cana¬ 
da's grain handling and trans¬ 
portation system are a win for 
farmers and urges government 
and industry to move on with 
implementing the recommen¬ 
dations. 

The AGC also believes the 
proposals would bring ship¬ 
ping costs down by at least 
$112 million from the 1998 
level, with more to follow 
through competitive forces. 

"Historical rights, equita¬ 
ble distribution and turf pro¬ 
tection must go. Farmers have 
made dramatic changes in the 
crops they grow and in the 
way they manage their land in 
response to changing market 
forces," said Gene Dextrase, 
AGC member from High Level. 
"They've had no choice. It is 
time for the agencies and vast 


infrastructure around us to 
respond to market forces too. 
That is the only way to gain 
efficiency." 

Throughout the Grain Han¬ 
dling and Transportation Sys¬ 
tem Review, the AGC advo¬ 
cated for changes in the cur¬ 
rent grain handling and trans¬ 
portation system, which are 
needed to lower costs for farm¬ 
ers and improve customer serv¬ 
ice for all grain and oilseed 
products. The federal govern¬ 
ment's agreement with Justice 
Willard Estey's vision was a 
significant turning point in 
the process. The AGC also 
applauded giving Arthur 
Kroeger the role of facilitator 
of the implementation process 
with a clear mandate to rec¬ 
ommend ways to resolve out¬ 
standing implementation is¬ 
sues if no consensus was 
reached. 

The AGC agrees that if 


stakeholder and Kroeger rec¬ 
ommendations are adopted, 
farmers can expect to see lower 
costs through the market¬ 
place. The western grain han¬ 
dling and transportation sys¬ 
tem can also be made more 
efficient, accountable and ben¬ 
eficial to farmers through a 
move to a more commercially- 
oriented environment with 
appropriate safeguards to pro¬ 
tect the public interest. 

"This approach will mean a 
fundamental change to the Ca¬ 
nadian grain handling and 
transportation system," said 
Ken Motiuk, AGC member 
from Mundare. "The Canadian 
Wheat Board will still be the 
export and human consump¬ 
tion wheat and barley mar¬ 
keter, without a direct role in 
transportation.

Agricore Canadian crop report 


This is Agricore's 24th and 
next to final crop report of 1999. 
Information is gathered from 
locations throughout Agricore's 
operating area of Manitoba and 
Alberta. If you wish to receive 
the crop reports via e-mail, please 
contact Diane Wreford. 

Alberta: Reasonably good har¬ 
vest conditions this past week 
allowed many farmers to put 
the finishing touches to the har¬ 
vest in the Peace and in the 
south. Agricore staff say har¬ 
vest in the central region is 
nearly complete. Throughout 
the province, about 74% of the 
winter wheat and 88% of the fall 
rye have been combined. Across 
the province, 88% of the red 
spring wheat, 91% of the soft 
white spring wheat, 81% of the 
durum, 94% of the two-row bar¬ 
ley, 94% of the six-row barley, 
74% of the flax and 89% of the 
canola have been combined. 

At Trochu and Hussar in the 
southern area, most crops are 
coming off tough and damp. 
Agricore staff in the area say 
another week of warm weather 
would finish up the harvest. At 
Carstairs and Vulcan, the har¬ 
vest is expected to wrap up this 
week. At Rosedale, wheat grades 
are extremely variable but yields 
are uniformly exceptional. An 
average of 91% of the spring 
wheat and 93% of the barley 
have been combined. 

The harvest is nearly com¬ 
plete in the central area. 
Agricore staff say a week of 
warm weather is needed to fin¬ 
ish. Farmers near Bonnyville 
are looking for some moisture 
to allow them to get on with the 
field work. Soil conditions are 
dry at Legacy as well where field 
work is just getting underway. 
On average, 92% of the spring 
wheat has been combined along 
with 93% of the barley, 86% of 
the canola and 91% of the peas. 

In the Peace River area, har¬ 
vesting is over. On average, 
about 93% of the spring wheat 
and two-row barley, 88% of the 


six-row barley and oats, 85% of 
the flax and 93% of the canola 
have been combined. Agricore 
staff in the area say farmers are 
still looking for significant pre¬ 
cipitation to replenish soil mois¬ 
ture. Soils throughout the area 
remain extremely dry. 

Manitoba: It was the same 
old story this week as last - cold, 
wet weather prevented most 
farmers from wrapping up the 
harvest again! Frosts, freezing 
drizzle and snow have down¬ 
graded crops still in the swath. 

In general, the harvest of fall 
seeded crops is about 80% com¬ 
plete. Manitoba farmers now 
have 89% of the spring wheat in 
the bin, 79% of the two-row 
barley and 76% of the six row 
barley, 64% of the flax, 85% of 
the canola and 80% of the peas. 

In the northwest, Agricore 
staff say there wasn't much har¬ 
vesting done because of the cool 
wet weather. Agricore staff at 
Shoal Lake say frost, rain and 
wind have downgraded canola 
significantly. To date, farmers 
in the northwest have combined 
87% of the red spring wheat, 
95% of the durum, 80% of the 
barley, 28% of the flax and 78% 
of the canola. 

In the northeast (including 
the areas immediately south and 
north of Winnipeg, the Inter lake 
and Portage la Prairie west). 
Agricore staff also report very 
little harvest progress for the 
third week in a row. Near 
Arborg, fields are very wet but 
harvest is all done except for 
some forage seed. Staff says 
about 2% or 3% of the crops 
near Fisher Branch remain to 
be harvested. Throughout the 
area, farmers have harvested 
about 93% of the spring wheat, 
50% of the two-row barley, 96% 
of the six-row barley, 95% of the 
oats and 89% of the canola. 

Farmers in the southeast also 
did very little harvesting this 
past week although they are 
still closer to being wrapped up 
than in any other part of the 


province. Farmers have har¬ 
vested 99% of the spring wheat, 
93% of the durum, 74% of the 
two-row barley, 100% of the six- 
row barley, 90% of the flax and 
98% of the canola. 

Harvest progress is far be¬ 
hind in the southwest. On aver¬ 
age in the area, about 79% of the 
spring wheat, 90% of the two- 
row barley, 36% of the six-row 
barley, 78% of the oats and 79% 
of the canola have been har¬ 
vested.

Support boosted for 
Canada’s farmers 

Minister of Agriculture and Agri-Food Lyle Vanclief an¬ 
nounced on Nov. 8 the Government of Canada is making a 
further $170 million available to the two-year Agricultural 
Income Disaster Assistance (AIDA) program, which raises 
federal emergency assistance to farmers above $1 billion. This 
is in addition to ongoing annual federal farm payments of $600 
million. 

"Program changes I am announcing today will directly help 
many farmers who have been suffering in recent years," Vanclief 
said. 

"The federal government is working hard with the provinces 
to help Canadian farmers get through 1998 and 1999. We 
presume the provinces will maintain the 60:40 cost-sharing 
arrangement on total safety net expenditures." 

The most important change to the AIDA program will see a 
good portion of farmers' eligible negative margins covered for 
both years of the program, 1998 and 1999. This and other 
changes were made after extensive consultations with the 
National Safety Nets Advisory Committee comprised of farm 
representatives. 

- For Canadian farmers, this announcement means an esti¬ 
mated $1.78 billion in federal-provincial funding would be 
available to get them through two years of low international 
commodity prices and bad weather. 

In Saskatchewan, federal-provincial AIDA support would 
increase from an estimated $460 million over two years to 
about $585 million, assuming provincial participation in the 
new measures. 

Saskatchewan producers already have withdrawn $120 mil¬ 
lion out of $435 million that has been triggered from their Net 
Income Stabilization Accounts (NISA) for 1998. 

In Manitoba, federal-provincial AIDA funds would increase 
from an expected $154 million to about $221 million, assuming 
again provincial participation. 

Manitoba farmers likewise have withdrawn $42 million of 
the $175 million triggered for 1998 in their NISA accounts. 

Overall, Canadian producers have so far this year with¬ 
drawn a total of about $274 million from NISA to maintain 
their incomes, up significantly from last year’s withdrawals. 

"We will be asking the provinces to join us under AIDA in 
covering 70% of producers' negative margins or undertaking 
equivalent measures," Vanclief said. 

"We will continue to work with provinces and industry to 
find ways to help farmers, particularly those in most diffi¬ 
culty." 

Vanclief also proposed other changes to the AIDA program, 
including one which will allow producers to make a one-time 
choice in 1999 of a reference period on which payments are 
based - either the previous three years or three of the previous 
five years where the high and low income years are not 
counted. 

^Another change to the program will ensure family and non- 
fdmily labour are treated the same in calculating eligibility for 
1999. 

"Over the past year, we have seen governments and industry 
work together to face the income situation across the country. 

"We must now focus on the year 2000 and beyond, and the 
need to improve our safety net system to deal with the future," 
the Minister added. 

"Canada will also be pushing hard at the World Trade 
Organization talks in Seattle later this month to eliminate 
export and other subsidies that are hurting all our farmer' 
incomes."

contacting one of Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture’s district offices and 
asking for the name and 
number of the local rural de¬ 
velopment specialist." 

Some of these services in¬ 
clude: 

•Special crops web board - 
major focus is to allow buyers 
and sellers to communicate 
with each other regarding the 
supply and demand of special 
crops and their products. Us¬ 
ers of the network can post 
their comments or ask ques¬ 
tions and respond to questions 
by other users. 

Department staff will moni¬ 
tor the board to ensure that 
all questions are answered. 
This interaction will help to 
bring the various players in 
the industry together to dis¬ 
cuss marketing, current is¬ 
sues and concerns. 

•Buyers and sellers lists - 
lists of special crops buyers 
and sellers have been created 


to facilitate marketing of spe¬ 
cial crops and their products. 
Clients are encouraged to add 
their names to this site. 

•Buy or sell special crops - 
a site that allows producers 
and purchasers to request 
crops that they wish to buy or 
list for sale. 

It offers a unique opportu¬ 
nity to discover what is avail¬ 
able and what the demand is 
in the marketplace. 

"The Special Crops Direc¬ 
tory and newsletter have been 
on the website for a while now, 
for Albertans growing special 
crops it is a site that should be 
checked out," adds Goad. 

"To access the services go to 
the website at 

www.agric.gov.ab.ca then 
click on crops/plants and then 
special crops." 

Any questions regarding 
these services can be directed 
to Wayne Goruk at (780)427- 
3122 or Nabi Chaudhary at 
(780)422-4054. If calling long 
distance within Alberta, dial 
310-0000 first and wait for the 
prompt. 

"Fresh herb growers may be 
overlooking an alternative 
marketing opportunity in their 
local area," says Bev 
Smolarchuk, the Grapevine 
Deli in St. Albert. 

Speaking at Food Fest '99 
in Grande Prairie, Smolarchuk 
advised conference partici¬ 
pants that some fresh herb 


growers and specialty food 
processors whose products she 
carries in her store have had 
success selling product direct 
to local people involved in 
gourmet/dinner clubs. 

"People in these markets are 
always looking for fresh, qual¬ 
ity ingredients and have diffi¬ 
culty sourcing some of the in¬ 
gredients from grocery stores. 
Club contacts can be found 
through the local Newcomers 
Club, Welcome Wagon reps or 
Gourmet Dinner Clubs," adds 
Smolarchuk.

A contingent of area cowboys 
is trailing northward to Edmon¬ 
ton to participate in the Cana¬ 
dian Finals Rodeo, being held 
Nov. 10-14 at the Sky Reach 
Centre. 

Heading the list of local com¬ 
petitors is Olds bareback rider 
Bill Boyd, the Canadian Profes¬ 
sional Rodeo Association sea¬ 
son leader in the bareback event, 
along with brother Albert Boyd, 
who qualified for his second con¬ 
secutive CFR this year. 

This marks the second time 
the Boyd brothers have com¬ 
peted against each other at the 
CFR in the bareback event. 

"This is my seventeenth con¬ 
secutive year competing at the 
CFR and 1 still look forward to 
participating in Edmonton every 
year," said Bill, a two-time Ca¬ 
nadian bareback champion.
